BOSTON (UPI) -Riot-garbed police 
clashed with hundreds of rock and bottle 
throwing demonstrators near Charleston 
High School today and 62 persons were 
arrested near South Boston High as the 
city began its second year of court- 
ordered classroom desegregation. 


An e s tim a t e d 
400 a n tib u s in g 
demonstrators gathered in front of a 
housing project a block downhill from 
Charlestown High School, hurling rocks 
and bottles, shouting epithets and throw­ 
ing the burning effigy of a black man 
from the top of a building. Charlestown 
High was not involved in the opening 
phase of desegregation last fall.

Commission to consider 
new animal restrictions 


New restrictions on the keeping of 
horses and bees will highlight Lompoc 
Planning Commission meeting at 7:30 
p.m. today in the City Hall, 119 W. 
Walnut Ave. 


Under proposals which have been air­ 
ed for some months, horses will be ban­ 
ned from residential lots but exceptions 
would be made for 4-H or FFA projects 
conducted on residential lots of an acre 
in size or larger. A special permit would 
also be applicable to the keeping of goats 
or sheep. 


The new animal control proposals 
would also stake out a buffer zone of 
1,000 feet around habitation for the loca­ 
tion of bee hives and tighten regulations 
on the sanitation of animal pens and 
enclosures. 


The proposed ordinance also includes a 


ban on the keeping of wild animals and 
reptiles. 


The stipulation on bees, the tightened 
regulations on horses and the exception 
which would be made for youth projects 
are the principal reasons why the revi­ 
sion of existing ordinances is being 
pushed at this time, according to city of­ 
ficials. 
In other action, the commission: 


— Will conduct a public hearing on the 
request of Dennis A. Dunne for permis­ 
sion to operate a janitorial service from 
his home at 1112 E. North Ave. 


— Will conduct a public hearing on a 
proposed modification to comprehensive 
zoning ordinance to include provisions 
for certain animals to be kept in the R-l 
zone under conditional use permit 
procedures.

Four killed 
in county 
accidents 


Traffic accidents claimed the lives of 
four persons in Santa Barbara County 
over the weekend and injured six others, 
two of them critically, authorities 
reported. 
All the fatalities occurred yesterday, 
one near Buellton and three on Los 
Carneros Road at the entrance to Isla 
Vista. 
A resident of Cachuma Lake area, 
G en eva L o u ise C h iek o, 55, w as 
pronounced dead on arrival at Santa 
Ynez Valley Hospital at 11 a.m. yester­ 
day, as a result of injuries suffered on 
Highway 246, two miles west of Buellton 
in a collision of her car and one driven by 
Gary William Cox, 18, of 1419 E. Maple 
Ave., Lompoc. Cox suffered a cerebral 
concussion and was listed in good condi­ 
tion at Lompoc Hospital today. A pas­ 
senger in his car, Beckie Rae Zeigler, 17, 
of 322 South C St., suffered a fractured 
left arm. She was also listed in good con­ 
dition in the sam e hospital. 
The accident occurred at 10:23 a.m. 
yesterday on Highway 246 in an area 
near Buellton where the highway is being 
widened. Officers said Cox was driving 
east on 246 and the Chieko woman, west, 
when the two cars collided head-on. The 
CHP said one of the cars was driving on 
the wrong side of the highway, but 
declined to say which one pending a con­ 
ference with the district attorney today. 


Three persons died in the crash of two 
cars near Isla Vista. Dead were Byron 
Deysher, 67, and Gail Deysher, 18, both 
of Encino; and Ray Vercini, 38, of 
Goleta. Vercini was a passenger in a car 
driven by Dorothy Kelley, 41, of Isla 
Vista, Kelley was critically injured, as 
was Camillia Deysher, 53, of Encino. 


Friday there were two injury acci­ 
dents. In the first, Melvin G. Davis, 55, of 
401 Mz North M St., Space 15, suffered a 
fractured ankle and pelvis when he fell to 
the pavement after a collision of his 
motorcycle and a car driven by William 
Harold Cassidy, 27, of 404 North W St.

LOUISVILLE, Ky. (UPI) - Louisville 
and Jefferson County, troubled by four 
nights of protests and arrests, began the 
first full week of school busing today 
with armed guards on each bus. There 
were no reports of any incidents during 
the early busing. 
School officials said the number of 
white students who showed up to be bus­ 
sed remained small, while attendance of 
blacks seem ed to have increased. 
Several bus drivers failed to report for 
their runs. 
School officials said there were would 
be no definite attendance figures until 
later in the day. 
School Supt. Ernest Grayson said some 
service stations had refused to sell gas­ 
oline for buses and that some drivers had 
been threatened with harm. He said 
about 16 per cent of the buses did not roll 
at their designated time. 
The school official said the system had 
“used up” its pool of 50 to 75 reserve 
drivers it had contacted before the term 
began, an indication the system could be 
in a bind if other drivers decide to stay 
home. 
Police said one black youth was 
arrested when caught boarding a school 
bus with a concealed 
.38 caliber 
revolver. Authorities said the gun had 
been stolen. 
Fred Crawford, of the Civil Rights 
Division of th U.S. Justice Department, 
was on one of the buses carrying black 
students from an inner city school to a 
previously all-white suburban school. 
“These kids seemed much more relax­ 
ed than they did last week,” said Craw­ 
ford, one of 14 Justice Department 
representatives on hand. 


Local, state and federal officials Sun­ 
day slapped tight security measures on 
the transportation of students “from por­ 
tal to portal." Battles between police 
and demonstrators in front of two sub­ 
urban high schools late Friday and early 
Saturday left several policemen and 
demonstrators injured 
Hours after the measures were an­ 
nounced. another confrontation occurred 
in the city’s south end, apparently 
following the arrest of a youthful driver. 
Authorities said more than 100 persons 
were arrested, sending the total number 
arrested sin ce the court-ordered 
desegregation busing started Thursday 
over the 500 mark.

House GOP attacks 'miserable' 
record of Demos; own plans told 


WASHINGTON 
(U P I) - H ouse 
R ep u b lic a n s to d a y a tta c k e d the 
“miserable record” of Democrats in 
running Congress and proposed their own 
legislative goals they said would prevail 
if voters made the GOP, the majority 
party. 
“We’ve been doing something wrong,” 
House GOP leader John Rhodes told a 
news conference after noting Demo­ 
crats have controlled both Houses of 
Congress for 38 of the past 42 years. 


“There is no legislative identity of 
Republicans in the public’s mind and we 
believe the miserable record of this 
Congress should be brought to the atten­ 
tion of the people,” he said. 


“That’s why we have drafted this 
policy program to show the public what 
Republicans stand for rather than what 
we are against.” 


The programs were only given in 
general terms without details but called 
for a national health insurance plan, tax 
reform, liberalization of Social Security 
benefits and heavy emphasis on job 
training. 


Rhodes said the program, drawn up in­ 
dependently of the White House, was 
designed not to put House GOP members 
on a collision course with a Republican 
President but rather “to provide the 
American people with a solid notion of 
what a Republican-controlled Congress 
would seek to accomplish.” 


New proposals not yet mentioned by 
President Ford include an unemploy­ 
ment benefits program that would pick 
up when current jobless benefits run out 
and tax incentives for private retirement 
programs that would be on top of social 
security and private pension benefits. 
The jobless proposal would provide 


benefits pegged to cost-of-living levels 
for an undetermined length of time but 
conditioned on a person's willingness to 
learn a new trade if his old profession 
has become obsolete. 
Tax incentives are now provided to 
persons who do not qualify for social 
security benefits or cannot enroll in 
group pension plans and who earmark 
some of their earnings as a retirement 
fund The GOP program would extend 
those incentives to everyone who wanted 
to bolster social security or group pen­ 
sion benefits with an individual retire­ 
ment income. 
Additionally, the Republicans called 
for revision of social security regulations 
that would allow for unlimited earnings 
without a cutback in benefits as now 
required. 
They cited the current budget deficit of 
nearlv $60 billion and predictions it will 
hit $80 billion or more. 
New York schools face teacher walkout 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The new school 
year began today, but the teachers’ union 
said the summer vacation for 1.1 million 
public school children probably will 
resume Tuesday. 
No new contract agreement has been 
reached between the 80,000-member 
United Federation of Teachers and the 
Board of Education, although all-night 
negotiation sessions were held. 
The few reports leaked from the talks 
were pessimistic. 


“ A strike is in evitab le,” Albert 
Shanker. president of the UFT, said Sun­ 
day night. 


“There isn’t any conceivable way on 
earth of avoiding it,” the union’s chief 
spokesman, Ned Hopkins, said today. 
Classes in the city’s 950 schools began 


today. The teachers’ contract expires at 
one minute after midnight tonight, and 
the union has repeatedly sajd its 
members will not work without a con- 
tract. 
Wages were not the key issue in the 
bargaining. The Board of Education, 
which has had about $230 million cut 
from its budget as result of New York’s 
financial crisis, has asked the teachers 
to change a number of their work rules, 
including contract limitations on the size

be given preparation time — free periods

Union's refinery 
starts operations 


Although anticipating a shor­ 
tage of natural gas before long. 
Union Sugar refinery at Bet- 
teravia has started seasonal 
operations with some 341 
employes on hand. Allan Woods 
vice-president in charge of 
operations, has announced. 
Woods, along with attorney 
Steven E. Kirby, made the com­ 
ment after a county en­ 
vironmental hearing in Santa 
Barbara in which the 
Union 
Sugar Division of Consolidated 
Foods Corp won environmental 
clearance on its proposal to 
cancel an agricultural preserve 
contract with the county to gain 
added room for needed storage 
of fuel oil. 
Expanded storage for the 
already contracted fuel oil for 
this season will mean the com­ 
pany can be assured a con­ 
tinuity of operations that was 
not possible in view of the 
declining supply of natural gas. 
it was stated. 
Storage of some 40,000 
barrels of fuel oil is planned for 
the 18v4-acre property near the 
refinery which has been part of 
an agricultural preserve. Santa 
Maria Associates, owner of the 
major portion of the preserve, 
had sold the parcel to Union 
Sugar. It is separated from the 
main property by a road. 
The County Office of En­ 
vironmental Quality, which 
conducted the hearing, was in­ 
formed the cancellation plan 
was with approval of the County 
Agricultural Preserve Advisory 
Committee. Staff of the en­ 
vironmental office also advised 
the negative environmental 
declaration by the company 
was complete and showed no 
serious adverse environmental 
impact by setting up a new fuel 
storage area. 
Company officials said the 
present area set aside for fuel 
oil storage is limited and with a 
looming problem of natural gas 
not seen as available in the 
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future the need for expanded 
fuel oil space seemed im­ 
perative. 
Oil storage space will be 
tripled under the new plan 
Fuel from Bakersfield has 
been contracted for this season, 
with enough contracted oil seen 
to last to early January with 
more on reserve to be used in 
March when operations 
resume. 
The refinery has been in 
operation since 1897, said 
Woods. 
Woods said an expanded fuel 
oil depot was needed to provide 
a more safe place for the 
storage. 
By having the fuel depot close 
to the plant heat loss will be 
kept at a minimum, county of­ 
ficials were told. Heat loss was 
seen as “excessive” if the depot 
were located on other available 
property distant from the plant.

SACRAMENTO (UFI) - 
California's lawmakers this 
week must tackle medical 
malpractice insurance reform, 
mandatory prison sentences for 
persons who use guns in crimes 
and major tax legislation as 
they move toward adjourn­ 
ment. 
Legislative leaders say they 
hope to finish their work by 
Saturday to beat the Sept. 15 
adjournment deadline. 
One of the major items on the 
agenda seeks to control medical 
malpractice insurance premi­ 
ums by imposing controls on in­ 
jured patients, lawyers, insur­ 
ance companies and physicians. 
The measure (ABl) by As­ 
semblyman Barry Keene, D- 
Eureka, was approved by the 
Senate last week on a 34-4 vote 
and returned to the Assembly 
for consideration of amend­ 
ments. 
The bill, supported by the 
California Medical Association, 
is expected to go to a con­ 
ference committee to adopt a 
compromise on the amend­ 
ments 
Also before legislators this 
week is a bill requiring man­ 
datory prison sentences for 
gun-carrying criminals convict­ 
ed of murder, rape, kidnap and 
robbery 
The bill eliminates the ability 
of the courts to grant probation 
to those convicted of robberies, 
firstndegree burglary, prison 
escapes, various assaults,rapes 
and kidnapings while carrying a 
firearm.

WASHINGTON (UPI> - 
Republican National Commit­ 
tee today unanimously ap­ 
proved Kansas City, Mo as the 
site of the 1976 GOP National 
Convention, starting Aug 16 
The National Committee rati­ 
fied the choice of the site selec­ 
tion panel which Sunday night 
gave Kansas City the n ^ over 
Cleveland 
Despite a tight housing situa­ 
tion, the site selectors believed 
Kansas City would be better 
able to handle 16,000 to 18,000 
Republicans and convention 
visitors expected for the 
bicentennial nominating con­ 
vention. 
“We are confident that we 
will provide the hospitality and 
the enthusiasm to put on a great 
convention,” said Mayor pro 
tern Richard Berkely, leader of 
the group that pressed Kansas 
City’s bid in the final hours. 
Reporting for the site selec­ 
tion committee. Vice Chairman 
Edwin Middleton of Kentucky 
said “there never was such a 
genuine display of hospitality 
and enthusiasm” as shown by 
Kansas City 
He said that the housing, 
which would include as many as 
2,500 rooms an hour's travel 
tim e away, would provide 
“some inconveniences, but un­ 
happiness. we think not.” 
Middleton said housing also 
had been the main drawback 
for Cleveland, and the Commit­

Turkish officials said Sunday 
at least 1,700 were killed in a 
weekend earthquake that 
rocked eastern Turkey Nearly 
a third of the dead were in the 
devastated town of Lice 
The officials predicted the 
death toll would rise to 3.000 
when reports came in from 
rescue workers sent to outlying 
areas of battered Diyarbakis 
province 
Army helicopters whirled 
over the disaster region to pin­ 
point damaged areas cut off 
from communications and lead 
rescue workers to stranded sur­ 
vivors 
The quake, which registered 


just below the “severe” seven- 
point mark on the Richter 
scale, rum bled across 13 
eastern provinces Saturday, in­ 
juring at least several thou­ 
sand persons and leaving up to 
30,000 homeless 
Lice, a town of 9.000 persons 
at the center of the quake, was 
demolished by the tremor. 
Rescue workers reported only a 
handful of partly damaged 
buildings still standing 
"We should have counted the 
living in order to know the real 
number of dead,” one rescue 
team leader said in Lice 
A thousand Turkish soldiers 
joined several thousand civilian 
volunteers in a search for sur­ 
vivors in the debris of wrecked 
buildings 
But the searchers 


mostly found mutilated cor­ 
pses 
Premier Suleyman Demirel 
flew to Lice by helicopter Sun­ 
day and said the Turkish 
government would finance 
reconstruction of the battered 
town

Demirel watched as survivors 
moved like robots amid the rub­

Chavez won his biggest vic­ 
tory yet Saturday when field 
hands at the Big Caratan fruit 
ranch outside Delano cast 121 
votes to join the UFW while 41 
called for no union representa­ 
tion whatsoever. 
The Teamsters did not at­ 
tempt to get on the ballot 
although they have had a con­ 
tract with the Caraton brotherè 
for the past two years. 
In fact, there has been no 
head-on confrontation yet be­ 
tween the UFW and Teamsters. 
The UFW won the first election 
ever held by farm workers atthe 
Molerà ranch near Castroville 
and the election at the Brokaw 
Nursery near Ventura. The 
T eam sters will rep resen t 
Richardson Farms at Bakers­ 
field. where 70 backed them and 
5 did not want any union 
representation. 
But both the Teamsters and 
UFW are expected to clash next 
Wednesday at the vineyards of 
the Gallo Co. in the Salinas 
area. 
Only 600 workers will be in­ 
volved in forthcoming elec­ 
tions at four Gallo vineyards 
because the giant wine compa­ 
ny buys most of its grapes from 
independent growers. But the 
winner of the Gallo balloting 
will have a well-known name of 
which to boast in the hundreds 
of elections to be held over the 
next few weeks under the 
state’s new farm labor law.

SACRAMENTO, Calif. (UPI) 
— Lynette Alice From m e, 
leader in ab sen tia of the 
Manson cult, told a jailer she 
had to try to assassinate Presi­ 
dent Ford because nobody paid 
attention to what she was say­ 
ing. 
The tiny, red-haired Miss 
F ro m m e, 
26, n icknam ed 
“Squeaky” by convicted mass 
murderer Charles Manson be­ 
cause of her high-pitched voice, 
was held today on $1 million 
bail in an isolation cell at 
Sacramento Jail. 
She was reported in “good 
spirits” and maintaining a 
vegetarian diet. 
Miss Fromme pointed a .45 
caliber pistol at Ford Friday 
and became the first woman 
ever to try to assassinate a 
President. The weapon did not 
fire. 
A jailer told of a conversation 
with the 5-foot-3 woman alter 
she was wrestled to the ground 
by a Secret Service agent when 
she aimed the pistol at the 
President. 
“Well you know,” he quoted 
her, “when people around you 
treat you like a child and pay no 
attention to the things you say, 
you have to do something.” 
Federal investigators said 
they had no evidence “at this 
time” of a conspiracy in the as­ 
sassination attempt Friday at 
the state capitol. Agents inter­ 
viewed Manson at ^ n Quentin 
Prison after Miss Fromme’s at­ 
tack but said Manson would not 
respond to specific questions. 
The U.S. attorney planned to 
present full charges against 
Miss Fromme to a federal 
grand jury Wednesday. 
Vincent Bugliosi, who prose­ 
cuted Manson and members of 
the “ fam ily” for the Tate- 
LaBianca murders in 1971, told 
newsmen during the weekend 
Miss Fromme was a sort of 
“executive officer” for Manson 
when the family was in full 
flower. She was chief spokes­ 
woman during the Manson trial 
in Los Angeles. 
In a book about the “family,” 
Bugliosi described “Squeaky” 
as “the undisputed leader of the 
family while Charlie was in 
absentia.” 
Friday’s action was “com­ 
pletely within their lifestyle— 
to kill or attempt to kill p e c ^ , 
and in such a way as to shock 
the world. I’m not surprised. 
Not at all.” 
Miss Fromme is kept in a cell 
without television surveil­ 
lance, her jailer said. He said 
she turned down jail meals con­ 
taining m eat because of a 
vegetarian diet. 
“She’s in good spirits. She 
had a peanut butter and jelly 
sandwich,” he added. 
It was reported that Miss 
Fromme and her roommate, 
Sandra Good, 31, had tried this 
year to get on the accepted 
visitors list at San Quentin 
prison to see Manson, serving a 
life term for inH uencing 
Charles “ Tex” Watson and 
several young women in his sex 
and drug-oriented cult to com­ 
mit at least seven murders. 


Officials said Fromme and 
Miss Good tried to get a lawyer 
to help them obtain visiting 
privileges. The lawyer contact­ 
ed police, who warned the 
women possible legal action 
could be taken against them. 
“There is no evidence at this 
time indicating a conspiracy” 
in the threat to Ford’s life, said 
U.S. Attorney Dwayne Keyes. 
Miss Good, released by police 
after questioning, said Miss 
Fromme wrote every day to 
Manson but that “ Squeaky 


acted totally of her own voli­ 
tion Manson didn’t order her to 
do this.” 
The FBI said Sunday agents 
had questioned Manson at San 
Quentin but that he provided no 
information. 
“ He gave no information of 
an evidentiary or lead value,” 
said Paul Young, special agent 
in charge of the Sacramento 
FBI office. “He was not respon­ 
sive to specific questions.” 
Young said “ at least” 50 
agents are working on the case

Jefferson Leidecker takes bride 
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Gunmen 
battle in 
Tripoli 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - 
Christian and Moslem gunmen 
battled with bombs and bullets 
in the streets of Tripoli today in 
religious warfare darkened by a 
bus massacre and the bombard­ 
ment of a hospital. 
The flareup of fighting this 
morning in Tripoli, 53 miles 
north <rf Beirut, came at the 
start of a second week of es­ 
calating warfare in divided 
Lebanon. 
At least 29 persons were 
killed and 73 injured Sunday in 
clashes that included the mas­ 
sacre of 12 persons on a bus, the 
torture slaying of a diplomat’s 
son and the bombing of a 
hospital. 


Two bomb blasts and spora­ 
dic bursts of bullet fire rocked 
Beirut Sunday night, touching 
off fears that the eight-day-old 
strife would spread to the 
Lebanese capital. 
More than 2,200 persons were 
killed or wounded in Beirut last 
April, May and June in clashes 
between Lebanon’s two warring 
religious communities

Rashid 
Karami 
called an emergency meeting of 
his cabinet to discuss possible 
army intervention to put down 
the growing violence. 


Lebanon's 5,000-man internal 
security force has failed to stop 
the fighting, but Karami has 
hesitated at ordering in the 
mainly Christian-led army. 


Police sources said gunmen 
from the predominately Chris­ 
tian village of Zghorta Sunday 
night killed a dozen persons 
taken off a bus from the largely 
Moslem city of Tripoli. 


The sources said the gunmen 
stopped the bus at a roadblock 
near Zghorta, ordered the pas­ 
sengers off and then opened 
fire.

Weary of a month-old wildcat 
walkout which at one time idled 
up to 60,000 workers, rank-and- 
file m iners held weekend 
meetings and voted to heed 
United Mine Workers President 
Arnold Miller’s order to resume 
coal production. 
“Return to work, but if there 
are pickets out, return home,” 
UMW Local 1302 President 
Roger Thompson told a gather­ 
ing of miners Sunday in Logan 
County, where the strike 
started Aug. 11. 
Thompson said that as far as 
he could determine, all locals in 
Charleston-based District 17 
voted to end the strike. In 
neighboring District 29, head­ 
quartered in Beckley, the same 
sentiment was voiced by 50 of 
66 locals. 
Union officials cautioned 
against confrontations with 
pickets. But some miners said 
they intended to cross any lines 
set up by strikers who want a 
right-to-strike provision insert­ 
ed in the UMW contract. 
M iller and o th er UMW 
leaders have maintained the 
r ig h t - t o - s t r ik e 
fa c tio n 
represented only 5 per cent of 
the union’s membership. 
Two leading strike advocates, 
Bruce Miller and Skip Delano, 
were scheduled to appear in 
U.S. District Court here today 
to answer contempt charges for 
ignoring Judge K.K. Hall’s 
back-to-work orders. 
Thompson said he felt the 
walkout had accomplished one 
of its goals — to protest use of 
court in junctions by coal 
operators to settle local dis­ 
putes. He predicted the indus­ 
try now would be more willing 
to try to resolve grievances at 
the mine site instead of in the 
courts. 
“We now have the respect of 
the courts, the companies and 
the in tern ational union,” 
Thompson said. 
Thompson, whose dismissal 
by Amherst Coal Co. triggered 
the walkout last month, warned 
operators to avoid reprisals 
against strikers. 
‘‘If anyone gets fired,” he 
said, “that’s when we start 
pulling men again.”

The legislature received the 
bail-out plan Friday but re­ 
cessed for the weekend without 
debating it. Gov. Hugh Carey 
called the legislature into 
special session to deal with the 
plan, designed to keep the near- 
bankrupt city afloat until 
December. 
The city narrowly avoided 
default Friday when municipal 
unions invested $100 million in 
retirement reserves in city and 
Municipal 
Assistance Corp. 
twnds to help the city meet its 
sanitation payroll and back up 
welfare checks already mailed 
out. 
State senate majority leader 
Warren Anderson went to 
W ashington to m eet with 
Treasury Secretary William 
Simon. But chances of Ander­ 
son's getting any firm pledges 
of federal aid in the session 
with Simon appeared dim. 
In a television interview Sun­ 
day, Simon ruled out any 
federal guarantees of loans to 
the city. He said the city could 
avoid default “ by taking the 
tough steps that have to be 
taken.” 
A spokesman said, however, 
“Senator Anderson feels that 
the federal government has got 
to involve itself in some way” 


to restore investor confidence 
in the city. 
Anderson planned to return 
by mid-afternoon, the spokes­ 
man said, and the trip “would 
not preclude action” on Carey’s 
bill today in the state senate. 
The Anderson spokesm an 
said the state plan, if approved, 
would keep the city afloat only 
until December. 
“Regardless of what we do 
now,” he said, “if they can’t 
sell paper in December there 
will be default.” 
Anderson planned to “specifi­ 
cally suggest setting up a type 
of insurance program, the cost 
of which could be borne by the 
municipalities and states,” to 
help New York City and other 
cities attract investors, the 
spokesman said. 


“The costs would be borne by 
the borrowers” and not the 
fed era l g o v ern m en t, 
the 
spokesman added. He said the 
proposal was “similar to the 
FHA or workmen’s compensa­ 
tion.” 
The plan before the lawmak­

e loan, public workers’ pen- 
funds and other sources to 
amass $2.3 billion to allow the 
city to meet short-term obliga­ 
tions over the next three 
months. 


It also would set up a special 
board to take over most of 
Mayor Abraham B e a m e’s 
budgetary powers and trim the 
city’s spending over the next 
several years.

DETROIT (UPI) - The 
average American is paying 
between $200 and $300 more this 
year to own and drive a car 
than during 1974. 
According to figures from 
Hertz Corp.’s Car Leasing Divi­ 
sion, the cost connected with 
America’s main form of tran­ 
sportation climbed 14 per cent 
in the past year. 
While rising gasoline prices 
account for part of the jump, 
the hidden costs of interest and 
depreciation 
contributed 
the 
most. In 1974, the major cost 
factor was the price of gasoline, 
which jumped from 35 cents to 
55 cents a gallon and now is an 
average 57 cents. 
A typ ical m id-sized car 
driven 10,000 m iles a year now 
costs an average of $2,700, com­ 
pared to $2,400 last year. A sub­ 
compact model driven the same 
distance will cost the owner 
about $2,100, up from $1,900 last 
year. Large cars jumped from 
$2,850 a year in 1974 to about 
$3,100 in the first half of 1975, 
Hertz said. 
On a per-m ile basis, that 
comes out to 21 cents a mile for 
the Pinto-sized car, 27 cents a 
mile for a mid-sized automobile 
like the Chevelle and 31 cents a 
mile for a car the size of the 
Chrysler New Yorker. 
If those figures seem a lot 
higher than some government, 
auto com pany or car club 
operating costs, it’s due mainly 
to the fact they exclude interest 
charges and assume a person 


keeps the car he buys new for 10 
years. 
“That produces unrealistical- 
ly low per-mile expense figures 
not applicable to the more 
typical driver who keeps a new 
car for one to five years,” says 
J.E. M enendez, Hertz Car 
Leasing Division vice presi­ 
dent. 
The Hertz executive said that 
last year the Internal Revenue 
Service increased the level of 
acceptable car-business travel 
costs to 15 cents a mile for dis­ 
tances under 15,000 miles and 10 
cents for mileage over that, 
resulting in a 13 cent average at 
25,000 miles unless actual costs 
are documented.

FOREST HILLS, N Y (UPI) - Who is the 
Number One tennis player in the world? 
Manuel Orantes. the smiling Spaniard who 
took Jimmy Connors’ Forest “Hills title Sunday? 
Arthur Ashe, who took Jimmy Connors’ 
Wimbledon title by beating him in a four set 
final? 
John Newcombe. who took Jimmy Connors' 
Australian title by beating the American in four 
sets in the final? 
Jimmy Connors, who despite losing all three 
of the titles he won in 1974, annihilated double 
grand slam winner Rod Laver and his Aussie 
conqueror, Newcombe, in the televised 
challenge matches? 
The debate among establishment people, Con­ 
nors' supporters, and unallied fans can go on 
from now through the fall and winter. 
But at this moment, it is Manuel Orantes who 
has captured the imagination, for he wrote a 
permanent, impelling chapter in Forest Hills 
history by coming from three match points

Reds celebrate demise of West flag race

The Cincinnati Reds have set one record—for 
the earliest clinching of a title in National 
League history—and now want to round out the 
season with one of the best all-around perfor­ 
mances in major league annals. 


The Reds clinched the NL’s Western Division 
title Sunday when they defeated the San Fran­ 
cisco Giants 8-4 and the Atlanta Braves beat the 
Los Angeles Dodgers 5-4. The feat surpassed by 
one day the old Brooklyn Dodgers’ clinching of 
the 1955 NL pennant. 


With 95 victories and 20 games to play, the 
Reds have a good shot at winning more games 
than any other NL teams except the 1906 
Chicago Cubs (116) and the 1909 Pittsburgh 
Pirates (110). They aren’t likely to surpass the 
1902 Pirates’ bulge of 27 Va games at the end of 
the season but if they retain their present 20 V* 
game lead it will be the second highest in major 


league history. The American League record of 
19V2 games is held by the 1936 New York 
Yankees. 
“ This is the best Reds team I ’ve ever 
managed," said Manager Sparky Anderson dur­ 
ing the Reds’ clubhouse victory celebration. 
“ It’s the best in every department — speed, 
defense, power and pitching. 
“ We’re going to keep trying to win," Anderson 
continued. “ Not at all costs, of course, but we 
need to keep good habits." 
George Foster had four hits and drove in four 
runs and Don Gullett went seven innings to raise 
his record to 13-3 in Sunday’s victory. Then the 
Reds, originally scheduled to fly immediately to 
the West Coast, waited 90 minutes for the news 
that the Braves had eliminated the Dodgers 
before popping the corks of 48 champagne bot­ 
tles. 
The Dodgers tied the score at 4-4 in the top of 
the ninth but the Braves won in ihe bottom of the 


inning when Marty Perez’ bases-filled single 
with two out drove in pinch-runner Rod 
Gilbreath. The Braves had filled the bases on a 
walk, a single by winning pitcher Bruce Dal 
Canton and an error by second baseman Lee 
Lacy. 
Pirates 6, Expos 0 
Jerry Reuss pitched a four-hitter for his 16th 
win and the Pirates hammered out nine hits in­ 
cluding homers by A1 Oliver and Dave Parker 
and a three-run double by Art Howe. The Expos 
pulled the fourth triple play in their history in 
the fourth inning when Howe popped to shallow 
left field with two on. Tim Foli, running 
backwards, made the catch, relayed to second 
baseman Pete Mackanin for the second out and 
he threw on to first baseman Jose Morales for 
the third out.

singles and Mike Tyson knocked in three in a 10- 
hit attack which brought Lynn McGlothen his 
14th win against 11 losses.

Weiskopf, who virtually shot himself 
out of contention with a five-over 75 
Saturday, never got any closer than four 
shots from Watson. 
Graham, who had been fighting a virus 
and possibly a letdown after winning the 
Open in June, had to struggle all the way 
and didn’t get his first birdie until the 
32nd hole. 
Nicklaus picked up $15,000 for his 
second-place finish, and Weiskopf, who 
won the 1973 WSG, earned $7,500 for 
third. Graham got $5,000 for finishing 
last. 
This year marks the end of the Series 
as it has been known for the past 14 
years, with the winners of the four major 
tournaments competing. 
Next year the Series will feature as 
many as 28 players, including top foreign 
players and even a couple of amateurs. 
The site has yet to be announced.

Spencer sparks Memphis 


FOREST HILLS, N Y. (U PI) - 
Southern California has attracted im­ 
migrants from all over the world Add 
another, tennis player Martina Nav­ 
ratilova. 
The 18-year-old Martina has decided to 
turn her back on her native 
Czechoslovakia and is seeking political 
asylum in the United States. She has 
been granted a “ temporary residence" 
permit and one day hopes to take out 
U.S. citizenship 
“ Politics had nothing to do with my 
decision," said Martina. “ It was strictly 
to further my tennis education. 
“ I want to be the No. 1 player in the 
world, and I won’t achieve that status by 
staying home and going to school " 
Ironically, it was the Czechoslovak 
authorities who first planted the idea of 
defection in Martina’s mind. She was 
reprimanded on her return home from 
Amelia Island, Fla., last April for play­ 
ing without permission from her parent 
federation 
“They (Czech officials) told me I was 
too friendly with Americans, that I was 
becoming Americanized and that I was 
thinking of defecting. 
“ I had not seriously thought about 
leaving Czechoslovakia until that time," 
said Martina. 
The 5-foot-7Mi-inch lefthander, who 
weighed a trim 123 pounds when she first 
arrived in the U.S., but has ballooned to 
147 on a diet of hamburger and thick milk 
shakes, said she made up her mind to 
leave two weeks ago. 
“ Nobody knew of my decision, not 
even my parents. I told them there was a 
chance that I might and they said, it’s 
your life, do what you have to,’ but I 
never talked to anyone, not even my 
close friends,’’ maid Martina. 
Chris Evert, Martina’s doubles 
partner and close friend, said she never 
knew, and Billie Jean King, who has 
worked on improving Miss Navratilova’s 
game, also denied any prior knowledge. 
Martina's decision means it could be 
years before she sees her mother, Jana, 
her 12-year-old sister, named for her 
mother, and her step-father, Miroslav, 
the man who started her on the road to 
tennis stardom. 
“The authorities may let my father out 
of Czechoslovakia, but I don’t think my 
mother will be allowed to leave until she 
is receiving a pension. 
“ I don’t think I’ll be shown on Czech 
television, not even if I ’m in the 
Wimbledon final." 
Insisting there was nothing political in 
her decision, Martina explained: “ They 
did not want me to play at Forest Hills. 
They wanted me to stay home and attend 
school for three months They said I had 
to take examinations in Czech, Russian 
and English and math. 
“ The last time I was in school was in 
November. I can’t even remember what 
I was taught. Who needs to go to school, 
anyway?" 
Martina has earned $140,568 thus far 
this year. The Czech federation received 
20 per cent of these winnings, while U.S. 
taxes accounted for another 30 per cent, 
“ but I’ll still be able to start a new life 
better than most people.” 
Jaroslav Drobny, Wimbledon cham­ 
pion in 1954, and Davis Cup player Milan 
Holocek were other Czechoslovak tennis 
stars to defect, while a couple of hockey 
players also have left to live in the West. 
Martina expects to travel on papers is­ 
sued by the State Department when she 
returns to Europe in November to pick 
up the indoor circuit. 
Martina will take the next week off, 
play at Charlotte, N.C., the following 
week, then go house-hunting in Southern 
California.

George Deukmejian of Long 
Beach, in our estimation this 
legislation was long overdue, 
and will be something of a 
balm to all those in California 
who have felt judges have 
been much too lenient on two 
many criminal types for too 
long. 


As we see it, the major dif- 
f e r e n c e

Deukmejian’s bill and laws 
already on the books is that 
judges will no longer have the 
option of sentencing a convict 
to probation or suspending his 
sentence on the basis of what 
that judge feels might be

Meetings everywhere 


It happens to have been for me a year 
of... meetings. A few weeks ago I had a 
telephone call from Mr. Donald 
Rumsfeld of the White House. “How are 
you answering your mail asking what 
you were doing at the Bilderberg Society 
meeting?" he wanted to know, having 
had from his constituents some of the 
problems I have had 
w ith 
m ine. 
The 
Bilderberg Society has 
a wonderfully sinister 
name: as if it had been 
founded by Gilles de 
Rais. or. at best. Bela 
Lugosi. 


The society has met 
every year since the 
Second World War. un- 
der the principal 
auspices of Prince 
Bernhard. It acquired 
an ominous reputation 
in right-circles thanks to the writings of 
Westbrook Pegler, who during the 50’s 
worked himself into annual seizures of 
apopletic hilarity at his inability to 
penetrate the meetings of a society 
whose member-and guest-lists leaked 
out. but the nature of whose delibera­ 
tions did not. I remember the days. I 


could not wait for the next meeting of the 
Bilderberg Society, because it would 
guarantee a most splendid earthquake 
from Pegler. It didn’t matter in the least 
where the meetings were held. If the 
society had met at McMurdo Station in 
the Antarctic, Pegler would have heard 
about it, and denounced it with relish. 
Well, guests of the Bilderberg Society 
are bound by the same rules as members 
of the Bilderberg Society — not to write 
about the proceedings. I fail to find 
anything inherently subversive here. 
Those also are the rules governing, for 
example, faculty meetings; or in camera 
judicial, and legislative sessions. It 
seems to me that in a free society one is 
among other things free to conduct off- 
the-record meetings. So I told Mr. 
Rumsfeld that I was answering cor­ 
respondents who were still coasting on 
the Pegler stigmatization with some 
calm, advising them only that 1 did not 
feel my hosts at the Society would resent 
it if I revealed that at the Bilderberg 
Society meeting I attended, I overheard 
not a single subversive whisper; which is 
a lot more than I would be able to say 
about any broadly-attended meeting of 
college professors.

Society isn't in fact subversive, in a way. 
It was founded, like the Bilderberg, just 
after the war. It too has guests, but no 
press. The society is dominated by 
scholars, and they wish to think their 
thoughts free of the restrain ts of 
transcription in the morning paper, 
always assuming there were morning 
papers interested in the society’s 
deliberations; and perhaps to publish 
their papers later. 
I remember with great amusement 
one mark of the increasing consternation 
brought on by the a ntisocialist 
endeavors of the Mt. Pelerin society. It 
was a reference to it made by John Ken­ 
neth Galbraith a dozen years ago, in that 
tone of insouciant paternalism which 
makes him at once so attractive, and so 
outrageous. He wrote if I remember ac­ 
curately, that shortly after the war, “the 
small remaining band of free market 
economists met on an Alpine peak to 
form a society which, however, soon 
foundered over a division within its 
ranks on the question whether the British 
navy should be owned by the govern­ 
ment, or leased from the private sec­ 
tor.” I knew then that the Mt. Pelerin 
Society was beginning to get in the way 
of Professor Galbraith’s cooption of all 
the noble minds and gentle hearts of the 
academic and professional worlds for his 
march down the road to equality in serf­ 
dom, and I rejoiced greatly. 
This year, honoring the great work of 
Friedrich Hayek, who won a Nobel Prize 
this spring — not for his libertarian 
socio-economic work, but for his 
technical work in the 30’s — the society 
met at Hillsdale College, Michigan. 
Hillsdale is a long way from Venice, or 
Montreux. or one of the glamorous 
watering spots where thinking comes 
easier (Socrates taught in a garden). But 
it is one of the truly exciting liberal arts 
colleges in America, vibrant with 
enthusiasm for learning, and as in­ 
trigued by the principles of freedom as 
more conspicuous colleges are hyp­ 
notized by the lure of equality. George 
Roche, the young president of Hillsdale, 
and author of numerous books, is as ex­ 
cited about it as if he had rediscovered 
the agora, which he may have done. It

If they ever 
need another location to

American Indian with a tear trickling 
down his dignified cheek and a 
background of garbage and rubble, the 
place to take him would be the bank area 
near the Santa Ynez River — near where

crosses the dry river 
bed 
Much of the area has 
been designated as the 
northern end of the 
city’s 240-acre Santa 
Ynez River Park. As 
the Record reported 
Friday, this soon-to-be 
park land is being used 
as a dump. 
Question: How can 
you call a dump a 
park? 
The master plan for the park calls for 
this section to remain a “natural area” 
criss crossed with equestrian and hiking 
trails. A 50-acre section has already been 
set aside as a motorcycle riding area for 
local bike enthusiasts. 
Right now, just driving through this 
area can be a stomach turning ex­ 
perience. The National Enquirer once 
sent a reporter to find out what Henry 
Kissinger was up to by sifting through 
his garbage. Likewise, you can get a en­ 
cyclopedic natural history of life in the 
Lompoc Valley by snooping around in 
this part of the river park. 
Back seats of automobiles, their stuff­ 
ing rotting and stinking, share open 
areas with a wasteland of buckets, 
fenders and gnarled pieces of metal in 
some areas, with car bodies propped up 
against trees, etc. This is the wrecking 
yard type of garbage to be found here. 
There are other types. There is, of 
course, the household garbage, the not 
quite empty milk cartons drooling with 
yellow milk, the coffee grounds and 
rolled tooth paste tubes of our mornings, 
the empy vin rose decanters, chewed 
artichoke leaves and empty cologne bot­ 
tles of our great evenings and all the 
peanut h u lls, c i g a r e t t e b u tts , 
watermelon rinds, hollow Coppertone 
tubes, swizzle sticks, faded letters, 
calendar pages, Kleenex tissues and 
stubby pencils of the times in between. 
Then there is the industrial garbage, 
the stuff that couldn’t possibly have been 
left there by a housewife or even by 
three men with a pickup truck. In one 
area very near the McLaughlin Crossing, 
there is a pile of thick concrete rubble 
that looks as though it might have once 
been a bridge or something. 
City Public Works Director Barry 
Gustafson and City Attorney Alan 
Davidson surmise that this debris must 
have been left in the area by a contractor 
working locally. The same could also be 
true for the random piles of asphalt chips 
that appear as though they were once a 
roadbed somewhere. 
According to county refuse authorities, 
penalties for firms found guilty of dis­ 
gorging their garbage on other people’s

son — now go out into the world and 
spend like there’s no tomorrow!" 


property can be expected to approach 
the maximum of $500 fine and six months 
in jail. 
Davidson has a theory on how much of 
the smaller garbage and rubble gets into 
the park area. It comes, he believes, 
mostly from county areas. People who 
live in the city can dump at the city land­ 
fill at no charge. County residents pay at 
least |2 per load. 
Young men asked by their fathers to 
take a load of cut grass, hedge clippings, 
concrete chips and chopped weeds to the 
city dump are probably stopping off at 
the informal Santa Ynez River Park 
Dump and pocketing the $2 for 
themselves, his theory goes. 
Davidson is going to propose to the 
Lompoc City Council that a fence be 
erected along McLaughlin Road. 
Perhaps, he believes, some of the lit- 
terers who do not respect the present no 
dumping signs will respect the fence. 
You have to hope so. But there are 


always other entrances to the park area 
and it would be impossible to fence the 
whole 240-acre park. 
The eventual solution to restoring this 
area to a pleasant place to hike or ride a 
horse will probably be the increasing 
numbers of people who will start beginn­ 
ing to use the area for other purposes 
than dropping off their refuse. Littering 
convictions can only be won if you have 
an eye witness to a littering incident. 
Neither county nor city authorities make 
patrols of the area and right now ap­ 
parently the only people who see people 
littering down there are people who 
came to litter themselves. 
But the people who will begin to make 
increase use of the^e motorcycle, hiking 
and horse back riding areas can be ex­ 
pected to be less and less sympathetic 
with those of their neighbors they see 
dropping bulging, smelly bags of garbage 
in their paths.
